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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed January 24, 2002, to revive the above- 
identified application.

Where there is a question as to whether either the abandonment or 
the delay in filing a petition under 37 CFR 1.137 was unintentional, the Commissioner may require 
additional information. SeeMPEP 71 1.03(c)(III)(C) and (D). The instant petition lack(s) item(s) 1. 

The application became abandoned for failure to file a reply within the meaning of 37 CFR 1.113 to the 
final rejection of January 19, 2001, within the time period for reply. The proposed reply required for 
consideration of a petition to revive must be a Notice of Appeal (and fee required by law); an amendment 
under 37 CFR 1.116 that cancels all the rejected claims or otherwise prima facie places the application in 
condition for allowance; the filing of a request for continued examination (RCE) (accompaniedby a 
submission and the requisite fee) under 37 CFR 1.114 (for utility or plant applications filed on or after 
June 8, 1995); the filing of a continuing application under 37 CFR 1.53(b) (or a CPA under 37 CFR 
1 .53(d) if the application is a utility or plant application filed before May 29, 2000, or a design 
application). Since the amendment submitted does not prima facie place the application in condition for 
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allowance, the reply required must be a Notice of Appeal and requisite fee, an RCE accompanied by a 
submission; or the filing of a continuing application.
